A white 
perch and several bream pala 
little attention to the baid.

throwing crickets into the pool 
nearly every day for some perioa 
and the trout always snaps up 
the food. Bream strike crickets 
only at certain times and the 
white perch never does. 

The habits of these fish in 
the pool set me to wondering 
why trout in lakes and ponds 
strike only at certain times. Ana 
if that half-pound trout would 
eat nine crickets and two but- 
terflys and ask for more, why 
would there be any danger of 
overfeeding in a body of water 
the size of Coffee County Fish 
Pond.
